to believe our whole Body in;Flanders, as gratefully ſenſible of the laſt great ſervice 
yau have dons aur common Cauſe, as any of our Brethren whom the _—_— of abode 
might have grven the opportunity to prevent us in the like acknowledgment. And 
indeed we cannot ſufficiently admire and ns the Chriſtian coafancy of thoſe 
truly brave Jurors , who, in acquitting the Right Honorable Lord Shaftsbury, 
have aſſerted the Right and Property of Engliſhmen , as well in order to their 
Lives as Eſtates, in ſpight of all the damnable Projettions and Machinations of 
thoſe Belials called Tories. Oh! memorable Ignoramus Fury , which wel de- 
ferves Inſcriptions on Monuments of everlaſting Marble Now as our correſpondency 
with you has hitherto been under the Roſe, ſo we defire that it may be ſtill ; we keep 
ail things of this Nature out of the cognizance of any of our Subs, and have reaſon to 
telieve that you do the like : now to ſatigfie you, we will demonſtrate the poſſibility 
of ſetting our Horſes togetber, as you ſaid; nay, it ſhall be made out from your 
gwn Confeſſions. If you remember, you ſaid in your laſt Letter, That if zt could be 
made to appear that our Principles as well in Religion as in Matters of State; did 
agree with yours, the Buſineſs would ſoon be at an end. To perform what 1 promiſed, 
I ſtall lay before you ſuch matter of fatt concerning, our Allegiance to Princes, and 
Obedience to Prelates ; that if you are in your wits, you muſt needs confeſs, that 
all the difference betwixt us is de nomine, and not de re. 


vered the Methods of the Romzſb Court, we new-molded our rule, ſo as it is now 
altogether agreeable to the Maxims by which they ſteer ; inſomuch that they 
Jook on us, as the moſt neceſſary to carry on their Deſigns and Contrivances. In the 
b:ginuing we were ſtrangely ſerviceable, and obedient to that degree that at lengthwe 
carricd all before us. Being come to a height of Power and Riches, we were courted b 
Kings end Princes, into whoſe Cabinets when we had humbly crept in , we ſo magni- 
ficd to them the Pope's Power as well Temporal as-Spiritual, and the influence it gave 
him upon the Subjects of Chriſtian Princes, that we foon _—_ them on their knees, 
and now fo far prevaiPd, that no Catholick Prince thinks himſelf ſecure without taking 
fome of ours for theirConfeſlor, Things now being by ourunanimous endeayors brought 
to this pitch, you muſt conceive we have a double game to play ; that is, we muſt keep 
in with Pope and Princes, a hard task you will ſay ; and ſo it is. But however we have 
made a ſhift hitherto, to play this Zame, ay and ply it ſtill, To let you ſee this, you 
mult know that whenever there's a Pope made of our FaCtion,then we make it our whole 
buſincſs to cry higup for a Saint, a learned and wiſe Pope, to repreſent him to each 
Prince as one who eſpouſes his (the Prince's) particular intereſt ; by our inducement, 
it is ſappogd ; which obliges him to acknowledge bis ſence ofthe Service in glorious En- 
comiums of us to his Holindls, by whom and the whole Court, we are therefore judg'd 
the fitteſt Spiritual DireCtors for Princes in the World, and conſequently the main Pil- 
lars of the Church. By this means, as our Employs are twofold , ſoare our Penſions 
double ; for Januw-like, we have one face towards the Prince, 2nd another regardin 
the Pope, Sirs, believe me, you cannot imagine in ſuch a game as this is , well play* 
how many occaſions there are to bring griſt ro our Mill, Now on the other fide, if it 
fall out that a Pope be choſen, who, though a holy and learned Man, yet, Ss now promwobis 
contra nos eft, thea what do we do? why we whiſper in the ears of our Penitents, and 
eſpecio!ly of the Ladies, that tis much to be fear'd, that holy Father the Pope, is too

'» [rſt then you muſt know, that having through our indefatigable Intrigues diſco- 
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great a favourer of Janſexiſts and Blackloiſts, and ſuch-like Hetrodox men, and how they 
ought to pray all ſuch may be removed from his Holineſs, leſt —_— away by theſe 
Wolves in Sheeps-skins, the Orthodox, meaning our ſelves mought be forgot, and Ca. 
tholicity left in a tottering condition : Nowilet the prejudice of Pope,Bilhops,and Cler- 
BY be never ſo great againſt us, all the deyout Sex, both Nuns, devoted Women, and 


ay-women, will buoy tp,oprfanctity.agaiuſt them all: &hdfor this intent we have par- 
ticulr yafetaFall ditations,and D jplines... irs, in good:truth you cannot 
imaginchow.deyour * men are at alFtfis, and how they onr-deven our ſelyes in 


the performance of it : By this means many Proſelytes are got, and our fame is ſpread 
abroad in ſuch a natuxe, that in ſome Cities we Monopolize- all the Faithful , except 
only the tagragg folks or rabble ; who if they are ſo impudent to approach'our Confel- 
ſion ſeats, we end them back witli a'powder oo wulici Pariſh Churches, and if they argue 
the caſe, we' tell them itis their Chriſtian Duty, but after all this, if ſome one of them 
be found ſo wiſe, as toUiſtinguiſh, then we admit him, rather than he ſhould inſtruCt 
' the Rabble againſt us; and ruly it is-a great matter. fora Community, whoſe aim is at 
governing the whole, to have the Rabble on their ſide, eſpecially when ad majorem Des 
Gloriam, it will be neceſſary for the carrying on the Cayſe tolay any one aſide on point 
of good Name or Life, according to the gravity of the Sin committed againſt the faid 
Community; beſides this,*tis very advantagious to have their good word,were it only up- 
on the account of the reſpeCt paid us by Children & old Women in asking our Bleilings, 
and in putting off their Hats, and ſuch like honorary worſhip paid ro our Reverences : 


all-this does undoubtedly diftinguiſh us fromall other Prieſts or Religious, who,though - 


they may have the ſimplicity of the Dove , yet they fall thort of us in the prudence of 
the Serpent , becauſe they are ſo ſilly, as not to know how to reconcile them ; the rea- 
ſon is,. becauſe they underſtand Religion, but not Government, and conſequently they 
. are Ignorant , how ſometimes Prudentia carnis is meant by Pnanets ryan , Or that 
they are identified.But after this,If the Pope be ſach an oneas the preſent /mnocent 11.15, 
Viz. Laying us aſide ,, condemning many.of our Propoſitions, and ſodality Prayers to 
_the Virgin Afary; yet we keep fair ſtiN as to the Exteriors, but under-hand we cut him 
out work enough ; for at -this time we have ſet one of the moſt powerful of all our 
Kings upon his back, in revenge to his prejudice againſt us, and although he has a mind 
'to deſtroy our Order, yet he dares not attempt it. - The reaſons are , for that all our 
Brother Jeſuits out. of France remonſtrate daily how-they -are concerned to ſee their 
French Brethren violating their moſt ſacred fourth Vow, by adhering to their Kin 
againſt his Holineſs in the concern of the Regalss ; and they hope that he, his Holineſs 
will not puniſh.the innocent for the faults of a few, that they are ready to ſtand by his 
Holineſs with all taeir Power and Intereſt with other Princes; That the Jeſuits of 
France, as well as the reſt of Catholicks there, nezer were eſteem*d right for the In- 
tereſt of the holy Sec : and a Hundred ſuth reaſons as theſe, do they bring to amuſe his 
Holineſs from day to day, till he has ſpun out the thread of his ſhort life. Then ſhall 
the Jeſuits of France club again their Intereſt with all their foreign Brethren , and 
bring along with them their powerful French King to ſet up another Pope, who under 
'pretence of the French Fattion, ſhall quell the diſpute concerning the Regal, and the 
King 1a reality ſhall be i fats quo prics : then, I ay, ſhall all Suſpenſions and Excom- 
munications be taken off from tome of our French Brethren, and from thoſe they have 
engaged in the diſpute ; and probably, nay, we have a moral certainty , that his New 
Holineſs will for his own quiet-ſake make uſe of ours. Then Ipray , what advanta- 
ges of Church and State will accrue to our Order,which through our prudential Morals 
growing greater and greater, will in the long run gull both Church and State, and then 
 Good-night to Popes and Kings who will not be direfted by us. Another ObjeCtion in 
'your laſt was, That we allowed of Biſhops, which was contrary to the Presbyterian In. 
ſtirution;we allow of them tacitly in thoſe Countries where we cannot pull them down 
we grant 2 we allow of them judiciouſly where we have Power to obſtratt them ; ?cis 
.denycd. For inſtance of this great truth in King James his days , when His Majeſty 
treated with Spain to Marry Charles the Firſt to the Infahra ;, the Tory Papiſts (as we 
"will believe) inform?d the Court of Rome, that the ſaid King was diſpoſed to a tacite 
Liberty of Conſcience, and that it would be neceſſary to give them a Biſhopzwhereupon 
a Tory Biſhop was made whoſe name was Smith ;, he came into England with his Com-
